Note . — In the Sheriff Courts of Scotland both civil and criminal business is executed, and the salaries to the Sheriffs 
and Sheriff Clerks are applicable to both descriptions of business without distinction. The salaries of the Procurators 
Fiscal are for criminal business only. The offices of the nine Sheriff Clerks whose salaries are chargeable ou the 
Consolidated Fund were regulated by the Lords of the Treasury under the Act 1 & 2 Viet. c. 119, before the Act 
1 7 & 18 Viet. c. 94, came into operation. The offices of the thirty-three paid out of Votes of Parliament were regulated 
after that statute passed. The offices of the remaining four will be regulated as they fall in. Thirty-three of the Pro- 
curators Fiscal were placed upon fixed salaries on the regulation of their offices by the Treasury, and those of the 
remaining twenty will also be regulated as they severally come within the terms of the Treasury Minute for that 
purpose.
